Mr. Urban, Nov. 30. 
r. has not been an unfrequent obfer- 
vation, or rather conje€ture, that 
the different difeafes of animals may 
be owing to different enimaccule, fixing 
shemfelves in fome fituation of the bo- 
- @y that is appropriated to its nourith- 
ment and fupport ; and as, from the 
moft common obfervation we are able 
to make, we fee that wherever life is 
faftained there is a wafte or diminution 
in fome other fubftance, fo it is natu- 
yal to fuppofe, that, if any part of the 
human or any other animal is made 
ufe of as food for any race of beings, 
however fmall, that there Should be a 
decay of the body whereon they fix, 
_ pr, in other words, that there fhould 
be P rge or diftemper. 
.The human body is capable of 
nourifhing vat quantities of worms of 
all fizes from that of the fmaliet pin 
to the tape-worm of twenty o- thirty 
yards in length; and, therefore, we 
may, without difficulty, believe, that 
fuch animaicula as are brought into 
the lungs by infpiration, os may enter 
in various ways, may live in the body, 
and draw: nourifhment and health to 
themfelves from it, fo as to caufe all 
the variety of diflempers that the ani- 
mal fyftem is fufceptible of, Thefe 
obfervetions force themfelves on my 
mind in confequence of obferving on 
the twenty-fifth day of this month a 
black dufly: matter, as it appeared at 
firft fight to be, upon the wails in the 
neighbourbood of Liverpool, not 
much unlike the black depoft from a 
chimney that has been on fire ; but 
which, upon examination, | dif- 
covered to be.animalcule of a longith 
fhape ; and, from the motion which 
breathing - upom them cavfed; to 
F aaati a number of legs. I called 
veral pesfons to look at them, to 
whom they feemed as great a noveity 
as to mylelf, and there could not be 
lefs.than millions of them in afquare 
yard.’ This might not be their firft 
appearance; and it is not impoffible 
but that. thefe animalcule, or fome 
. fuch def vifible, may have been the 
occafion of fome of the many prevailing 
difordersof this month. 
We do pot fee when we breathe 
thefe creatures, nor are they vifible in 





their Aight, or until’ they have 
attained fome place of reft, where 


their vat pp ng 2 ani then within . 


the reach of rvation, and: the 
alteration of the ftate, the falabrity of 
the air caufed by froft, which necef- 
farily kills them, is fome proof that 
they are at leat amongtt the caufes of 
difeafe. 

It did not occur to me to look for 
them again immediately; but, on the 
morning of the twenty eighth, chere 
was no trace of them. On the night 
of the twenty-feventh, as I was 
walking homewards, it was fo dark 
that I was under the neceffity. of taking 
hold of another perfon’s arm, when 
all of a fudden, about half paft nine 
o'elock, the whole landfcape was 


' wifible'for a length of time fufficient 


to look completely around, and the 
town of Liverpool and al! its towers 
and fteeples. lay open to view. | 
looked upwards for a paffing mettor, 
but faw no caufe for this appearance. 
Curiofity impelled me to remain a 
long time, and I obferved afterwards 
the cleric fluid feemingly efcaping 
from the earth upwards io all di- 
rections and in vaft quantities, ‘I 
naturally concluded, that the ap- 
pearance [ had noticed was attributable 
folely to this caufe operating ag that 
time in a very great degree. Ati in- 
tenfe fro was the immediate, con- 
fequence;* and, in two days, from 
ferene and warm weather, the ice 
became three inches- thick, with an 
intenfenefs of cold fearcely to be 
endured. ‘The next day I thought of 
the animaicule, but it was not likely 
any of them) thould have remained;

It is faid by many, that the natural 
flate of water is ice, and that it is 
Kept fluid by heat or fre. Whatever 
may be the natural ftate of ‘water, 
there can be no doubt but that heat 
preferves its fluidity; and the absve 
appearance of the eleétric fluid efca- 
ping from the earth being followed 

y fo fpeedy and intenfe a froft, was 
fo grand and convincing an rani 
made and fo forcibly exhibited by 
Nature herfelf, that I could not forbear 
communicating it, together with the 
remarks upon the antmalcuia. The 
latter if indeed a moft cusious fubje&;

SCENDING *the fleps on the 
South fide of the building, we 
enter between four noble columns, of 

‘the Corinthian order, into acenvenient 

Yeflibule, the infide of which’ is not 

finithed, and thence into a fpacious 
l of a circular form, covered with a 

Magnificent dome, lighted from the top 

»” eight large windows, at the fummit 

Of which is a.neat balcony. From the 

hall there are eight doors, four leading 

to the Courts of Juflice, Chancery, 
"s Bench, Common Pleas, and 
equer; each of which is furnifh- 

4 with galleries, retiring-rooms for 
ries and witneffes, and placed within 

‘Wfereen of wood-work, open from half 
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way to the roof, with doots on each fid® 
for admiffion into the Courts, and at * 
proper diftance, to prevent being in% 
commoded “by the continued buzz of 
the hall,—Fhe other four doors lead to 


_ public law- offices, retiring saomsfor the 
_ Judges, Court of Exchequer Chamber,’ 


&c. Round the infide of the dome is 
a continued ‘large frize of foliage, fef 
toons of oak-leaves, &e. and on the 
centre, over each window, united with 
thefe ornaments, are eight medallions

than life, viz. Solon, Lycurgus, Mofesy 
Confucius, Alfred, Manco Capac, Nu- 
ma, and the Irith legiflator Ollamh 
Fodhla, . Inthe piers between the win- 


‘dows are executed, in ftucco, eight co- 


loMfal ftatues, in baffo-reli¢vo, emble« 
matical of Juftice, Wifdom, Mercy, 
Law, Eloquence, Liberty,’ Prudencey 
Punithment ; all executed in the bold, 
mafterly, and true ftyle of antique groe 
tefque ; but the eye “is. particularly at- 
tratted by the ftatue of Punithment, 
who ftandg with the fafces, the axé 
furrounded with rods, the ftrings of 


which are unboynd, as letting loofe to 


execote judgerfient, whilft the ftatwe 
has its head averted, and the hands 
before .the eyes, as loth'to behold the 
punithment that Juftice obliges Law to 
put in force. Above the entablaturey 
and over each court, is a pannel of a 
parallelogram form, ‘in which | are 
wrought, in ftucco, four hiftorical fub-« 
jets in high baffo-relievo, forming a 
groupe of from feventeen to nineteen 
figures, elegantly defigned and exe- 
cuted, with a ftri€t adherence to cof« 
tume, in the habits, arms, and decora+ 
tions of the times. The fubjeéts are, 
tf, William the Conqueror, eftablith- 
ing the Courts of Juftice, Feudal and 
Norman Laws, rah tara Cures 
feu, &3,—ad, King John figning Mags 
na Chatta before the Englith barons:—« 
34, Henry 11, on landing in Trelandy 
receiving’ the Irith Chieftains, grants . 
the firft chartertoDublinegth, James Iu 
of Englend, abolifhing the Brehon 
Laws io Ireland, Taniftry, Gavelkind, 
Goffipred, &c. publithes the Aét of 
Oblivion, &c. 

The entire of thefe works-were de- 
figned by Mr, Edward Smyth, of Dub« 
lin, feu! ptor. 

On the top of the pediment of the 
portico are placed three ftatues, near 
eight feet high, Juttice and -Mercy ;

The whole. of this great national 
building ig a capital ornament to Dub- 
fin, and an honoyr to the nation; and 
will, when the eat wing is finifhed, be 
the moft elegant firuéture in Eurepe 
deftined forthe adminifiration of Juftice.

The two piers which fupport 
the iron-work are fo high that tips 
may pafs under the-arch without low- 
ering their mafis; and you pafs over 
ona level with the ground om each 
fide. ‘ The South pier is founded on a 
high projeéting rock, the North on a 
foundation level with the bed of the 
river. The appearance of the bridge 
is uncommonly light and beautiful. It 
has been wifited fince ics ereétion by 
travellers from diftant countries, and 
will remain a monument of the great 
improvements which- have been made 
jn the moft ufetul Arts, ‘ 

It is proper that the publick fhould 
be informed, that Rowland Burdon, 
efq. is not only the mventor of the 
principle on which the bridge was e+ 
reéied, but the patron by whofe muni- 
Scence it hys been chiefly carried into 
execution... His invention, for. which 
be has. obtaimed a patent, confifts in 
spplymg anon, or other metalli¢'com- 
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pofitions, tothe purpofe of conftruét. 
ing arches upon the fame principle as 
ftone is now employed, by a fubdivi- 
fion into blocks eafily portable, an« 
fwering to the key-ftones of a common 
arch; which being brought to bear 
on each other, gives them all the firm- 
nefs of a folid ftone arch; whilft, by 
the great vacuities in, the blocks, and 
their refpeétive diflances in their lare~ 
ral pofition, the arch becomes infinitaly 
lighter than that of flone. 

The ribs and blocks (previoufly 
prepared by Mefirs. Walkers, of Row 
therham, Yorkthire) were laid with 
wonderful celerity, I believe, in lefe 
then fourteen days.

A and Oftoberthave introduced afub« 
je&t for difcuffion, the difficulty of 
which muft be well known to all yout 
botanical correfpondents. Perhaps it 
is, at this time, abfolutely impoffible ta 
afcertain what plants have been ori- 
ginaily natives of this country, and 
what have been introduced by cultivas 
tion, by commerce, and by thofe natural 
carriers of feed from clime to clime, 
the numerous tribes of migratory birds, 

This queft:on goes deeper into antis 
quity than either of your correfpondents 
feems 40 have apprehended ; for, if 
every plant, nat original'y indigenous, 
is to be difcarded, where, in the retro« 
preflive inveftigation, are we to ftop? 
If no plant be ailowed ro be naturalized 
by the aboveementioned modes of in- 
tradudtion, and fubfequent difperfion 
into various parts of the kingdom, 
fuch only can be admitted as truly ins 
digenous plants which exifled previous 
toevery kind of cultivation ; and, fhould 
this principle be allowed, how will it 
ever be poflible to diftinguith the real 
natives from the naturalized plants? » 

Aware, therefore, of the impoffibi+ 


lity of coming to any conclufion from 


fuch premifes, we muft be content te 
allow all which come under the firk 
rule flated by Ambidexter to be rex 
ceived 4s indigenous plants, ‘ That a 
mative plant bas flourifosd from tims 
immemorial in the fpet given, or im 


Similar fituations in that aifiri@.” This 
aphoriim may perhaps be generally al- 
lowed ; but, upon this principle, how 
can he difcard the Fagus :¢afancat 

: which 
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which furely has barn fo long known 
as.an inhabitant, that it may fairly be 
faidto have flourithed from time imme- 


morial in one sfland. I refer merely to 
the old chefnut of Tortworth, without 
yepeating dates weil known to evéry 
natura ift. ‘ 

The fecond pofition of Ambidexter, 
“phat a native plant never peri/bes ut- 
torly from its habitation, i. ¢,3n the courfe 
of mature,” is rather too loofely exp efl- 
ed, and requires a comment. Thata 
native plant never naturally perifhesmay 
poflibly be allowed, though to this fome 
objections might be made; but that 
native plants may have been deftroyed 
by cultivation no botanift will, 1 truft, 
deny; and many inftances may be pro- 
duced, where piants, formerly, no 
doubt, plentiful, have been in vain 
fearched for in the habitats mentioned 
by the older botanifts, and yet no one 
calls their veracity in queftion. A fins 
gle plant of Ophrys Losfelti was found 
fome years fince near Norwich, and 
probably more miglit then have been 
found at no great diftance from the fame 
place; but the boggy meadow where it 

ew was foon after drained, and it has 

n fearched for in vain fince; fo thar, 
did not this plant exift pientifully in the 
fenny ground at Cherry Hinton and 
Taverham, its right to be confidered asa 
Rative plant might be demied, notwith- 
ftanding the unqueftionable authority 
of its having been feund near Norwich. 

Plants, which are extremely loca), 
are in no fma!l danger of being loft, 
from the avidity of botanifts for pro- 
curing fpecimens. Liguflicum cornubi- 
anfe has never been found bur in one 
fmali diftriGt, and 1s preferved probably 
by the remotenefs of that {por from the 
capital. Lobelia urens may owe its {e- 
curity to its fituation, on an obfcure 
common far from the ufual route of 
travellers; had it been ifi a place eafily 
acceflible to borani(ts, it muft have been 
ere now loft. Aibamanta libanctis, is 
not known to grow any where but in 
the neighbourhood of Cherry Hinton, 
lackily in too great plenty ro be in dane 
gerof being eradicated, notwithfanding 
its vicinity to Cambridge, Had thefe 

ants exifted im other parts of the 

ingdom, their habitats would moft 
likely have been detected, refearches 
having been made of late years in al- 
moft every part of Great Britain, yet, 
Hetwithfanding their locality, no doubt 
has exifted of thefe plants being truly 
indigenous, = Bin 
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But, though I allow Ambidexter’s 
firft propofition to be true in the affire 
mative, the €onverfe will by no means 
hold good, and his neative conctufion 
refpecting Tulipa fylveftris cannot be 
admitted ; becaufe, if this were received 
as ap axiom, every new difcovery muft 
be rejeéted from our newly-edited Flo« 
ras. It was alwavs the opimon of the 
writer of this artiche, that Linnea bore~ 
alis would be fome'time found in Scot» 
land; this is new verified, and from 
its nature and itg dadirat it is not a 
pant likely to be introduced by acci« 
dent or defign ; and yet, upon his prin= 
ciple, this with every other recent dif= 
covery muft be rejefted. 

The faireft and beft rule feems to be, 
to admit al) thofe plants as indigenous, 
which have exited. from time immee 
moriat, or, sf recently found, are fuch 
as are not likely to have been intro- 
duced by cultivation, and which have 
been difcovered in fitaations remote 
from gardens, and in a foil fimilar to 
that in which they ftourith in their 
formerly-acknowledged countries s the 
laft being an extremely effential point im 
judging whether the place of growth of 
a plant be aatural-or accidental. It is 
very difficuit to draw conclufions from 
the climate in which plants have been 
firft found, unlefs fach as are abfolutely 
incompatible, Plants growing in the 
torrid zone are not likely to be natura= 
lized in our ifland; but we cannot 
{peak with fo much affurance of fuch 
as belong to the warmer parts of the 
temperate zone. Many plants, which 
formerly were carefully preferved im 
green-houfes, are now found to bear 
our climate in the open borders, and to 
flourith with far more vigour there 
than when thut up in the confervatory, 
Trifolium fuffocatum is detcribed by 
Linnmus as a native of Sicily, and yet 
this has been found in great abundance 
at Yarmouth, and many miles to the 
fouthward ; yet, from the peculiar ha- 
bit and mode of growth of this plant, 
ic is fcarcely pofhble to fuppofe it can 
have been introduced by any of the 
modes before mentioned. And are we 
to conclude, that, becaufe this is a 
Sicilian plant, it is abfolutely impoffible 
it thould have long exited asa native of 
this ifland? or that, as it was unknown 
to Ray and the older botanifts, it mutt 
not be admitted as fuch? 

It feems, therefore, that no abfolute 
criterion can be eftablithed, by which 
we may determine whether a recently» 
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Aifcovered plant ought to be admitted 
as indigenous or not; but it muft be 


Weft to the judgement of experienced 


botanifis, taking into confideration the 
former known babitess of the planty 
the ciimate, foil, firwation, and other 
particulars, and the protability that it 
fhould have heretofore remained un- 
noticed or miflaken. 

Of the plants enumerated by J. 5S. 
(in whofe fignature, if not much mif- 
taken, I recognize a very imrelligent 
and experienced betgnift), and obfer~ 
wed upon by Ambidexter, the greater 

t are now generally alowed the 
wank of natives, and, fuchas have no 
connexion with hufbandry or the Arts, 
af wot aborigines, ace probably of fo 
Jong flanding as to have exified from 
sime immemorial. Tulipa fylwefiris 
is dovbted by Ambidexter: but, tho’ 
it was firft publicly introduced to no- 
vice by Mr. Rofe, it was known, by 
tradition, .o have grown on the walls 
of Norwich, and at Carrow abbey, 
long before that period; it has alfo 
beem fines found by Mr. Matthews 
piemifully ie chalk-pits near Bury, a 
mew and truly natural habitat; and, 
though deferibed as a native of the 
South of Europe, as it hav been pers 
feétiy naturalized in Sweden, there 
ean be no reafon to fuppole it might 
wor have long exifted in this undoubr- 
ediy mort congenial climate. _Cycha- 
seen Europaum, which is a native ello 
of the South of Europe, lias been found 
iw Soffolk, remote from any garden, 
and in a foil and fituation perfeally fr- 
miilar to its native places of growth in 
France and Fraly, where it propagates 
with furprizing facility, roots being 
found of every fize, from that of a 
pea to thie largeft utvally obferved, 

Galanthus nvvalis, Ornitbogalum um- 
Bellatum, Fritileria meleagrisy and 
Narcifys posticus, have beew found in 
many places, end io fruations fo per- 
feG&ily matural as to eftablith their 
claim: almof to aeertainty. 

Vakriana rubra, aed Antirrbinum 
gtajus, from beng generally found on 
walis: near gardens, are more doubr- 
ful; but, whoever hes feen Antirrbi+ 
gum cymbateria clothing witli {uch ele-

This opinion has been recently exas 
mined into with am attention adequate 
to its importatice; and the refule of et 
has furnifhed the ftudents of Nature 
with the“ following interefling difco- 
verigs. - It appears that the vegetable 
kingdom, according to the definitions 
which timit its extent, ought to termi- 
nate with the Mufci; and that the nu- 
merous tribes of veyetative fubflances 
arranged under the A pa and Fungi, 
together with the Sponges, Coratlines, 
and orher animated efflosefcences ie 
the lower erders of animal creation, do 
conftiture a true natural kingdom, 
united together by regular and uni- 
form relations. To fhew mare parti- 
cularly the nature of thefe difcaveries, 
and the extent of this new natural 
kingdom, I here fubjoin a brief ana- 
lyfis of it as far as it has been hitherto 
carried, 

The animal kingdom will ‘necefae 
rily undergo fome alterations, the prin- 
cipal of witch are—:he union of the 
order Teftacea and a few feattered geo 
nera of the clafs Vermes with the c.als 
Pifces—wand the exclufion of the order 
Zoophyta and fome few other indivi- 
duals from the clafs Vermes.

I conceive I wad fome 
resfon to fpeak as I did. Your ano« 
nymous correfpohdent, p. 926, des 
feribes his bird a little more minately, 
whence I muft conclude (as, had he been 
fo particular before, as indeed he ought, 
I hhouid have done) that he was right, 
and that I was wrong. Your corres 
f{pondent Will give me leave to remark, 
that I did not, as he reprefents me, 
affert, that undoubtedly it was the'Roys 
fton crow ; but only, I bad no doubt.

_PVERY candid and ivgenuous pro- 
f.ffor of the Chrifliian relizion mutt be 
fo imprefied with a fenfe of the in- 
finice intereft he has in the right un- 
de: ftanding of it, in every part of re- 
velation, that he will feel equa! plea- 
fure and comfort ‘in évery attempt to 
illuétrate the facred volume. Mr. B. 
who. deferves to be added to the re- 
{pe&table lift of modern biblical cri- 
tics, approzches the fubje&t with fo 
much modefly and. diffidence, that he 
is entitied to our higheft refpe and 
praife. Influenced by the example of 
that learned and veneratile advocate for 
facred literature archbithop Neweome, 
rimaie of all Ireland, and qualified 
Pr the undertaking by 15 years fludy 
of Hebrew, and 9 inore of the Eog'ifh 
language, we may fairly prefume him 
potleifed ** of a critical knowledge of 
the language he will aitempt to tranf- 
Tate, and ac leat a competent one of 
that into which he is to make’ the tranf- 
lation.”?, To the want of a’ ttue and 
faithful tranflation, he juflly afcribes 
the origin and Contiiiuance Of infide- 
liry ; and the failure Of fo many plans, 
propofed for that purpofe, leads him to 
enquire into the caiifes of fuch failure ; 
Ke concludes with’ obferving, that not 
only the bible, but its commentators 
in the Hebrew languege, mutt be ftu- 
died. The two chief caufes that have 
of late years prevented the fludy are 
* the unjuftifjable and hypothetical ar- 
guments againft the ° poiits “ufually 
calicd’ the Maforetic; and ‘the {mail 
roportion of true Hebrew fcho'ats. 
B. Lowth, in his Preliminary Dif. 
courfe, p. 48, has reprefented what 
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we have of the language as. “the 
feanty relicy of a language formerl 
chpiouss” and Dr, Kennicott’s coHae 
tion has not anfweted the end. propo. 
fed by it, he not being poflcifed of an 
critical &ki'l in Hebyew literature, an 
rathly aiférted thot the téxt was erro. 
neous, and the Matosetic interpolated 
and mutildted. . 

Mr. B. proceeds to the colleéion 
and arrangement of the facred books 
by Ezra, about 400 years before Chrift, 
through the Jewith diviniry-{chools, 
down to 1692, and a copious defcrip. 
tion of fuch Hebrew MSS, a: are writ. 
ten according to the sules of Ezra; 
many of them exaét and minute to fue 
perftiition. The book of the law was 
firft explained by Motes, and aftete 
wards by all his fucceffors. "The Geoe 
nim, or \earned men of Tiberias, ins 
troduced the Maloreti¢ points to ges 
peral ufe, after the finithing of the 
Babylonian Talmud, about 900 years 
after Ezra, in the begidoing of the sth 
century; and thefe points have pre- 
ferved, mot corrupted, the- purity of 
the languege. The Hebrew requires 
no. more than fire diftinéi founds; all 
othess are compounds, like our diph> 
thongs and triphthongs, but more eafy 
and regy'ar, What is commonly call- 
ed the Maforah abound» with the mof 
beautiful remarks in facred criticifm, 
The Keri, or marginal reacings, do 
not point out errors in the text, lue 
a variety of expreffion of the fame 
fenfe ;.and, as well as the points and 
accents, are the only infallible prefer- 
vers of the facred original. Mr. B 
contends, that there cannot he produ. 
ced any ove paflage, in any of the Hee 
brew MSS. that have’ been written 
agreeably to the rules which are here 
{pccified, that either vaiies from. the 
ay Me pallage in another fuch MS. 
that is ceailly paradoxical in itfelf, or 
that does not give us a confiftent and 
fatisfa€tory fenfe. If one or two of 
thefs written colis were Colicéted from 
every fynagogue in every capital ‘in 
Europe, the coileétion, he prefumes, 
wouldmount. to no Jefs than a thoa- 
fand MSS. and he does not hefirate to 
affert, that, afser this large colieAion 
had been: feparatsly and carefully. ¢&* 
amined and approved, by propes fcribes 
“qualified for the examinatwo aad. wri- 
ting of the roll called FIV 718 
not one from among the whoc num: 
ber would be found to differ from aay 
aihter of the fanz colle€tion in wn 
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{pet whatever: p. 65. Mr. B. next 

pofes a new plan for'a correé tranf- 
ee on application from the univer- 
fities to his tiiajefty to found an infti- 
tution for the promotion’ of Hebrew 
Jearning ; the profeffors to refide in 
their vefpefive univerhties, and read 
leftures, to be printed every term; 
that MSS. be colle&ted from all the 

incipal fynagogues in Europe, and, 
Fr poftible, from Jerufalem ; that eves 
ty advantage and reward be held out 
tothe Hebrew fludents ; and that per+ 
fons fo qualified begin, after collation 
of the MSS. a new tranflation aloze- 
ther, commencing with the firft book of 
Mofes ; and that they all uxanimoufly 
agree, even to every verfé, before they 
Jay it before che publick ;.and then fub- 
mit it to the fenate of each univerfity, 
and tranfmit a copy from each univers 
fity to the other, and both together lay 
it before the parliament and the king 
for their fanétion and authority to per- 
mit the tranflators to commence the 
fecond book ; and fo proceed through 
the twenty-four books of the Old Tef- 
tament. 

Mr. B. then comes forward with a 
fp:ciinen of a new tranflation of the 
hook of Jonah, a preliminary differta- 
tion on it. In his are vindicated the 
perverfen:fs of Jonah, who fled from 
God with a firm refolution of endea- 
vouring to fave the [fraelites at the ex= 
pence of the guilty Affyrians, or: by 
Johng his own life; and this narrative 
fhews the paternal concern of God for 
the happinefs, not of Ifrael in particu- 
Jar, but of all his creatures in general, 
The circumflance of the fith, and the 
prophet’s fubfifting in it three days, 
are miraculous; the fith was prepared 
‘by God for him, he was preferved in 
it, and delivered by it, through the 
meow power of God. The tranfla- 
tion.is thus difpofed : Tranflation ; Old 
Vorfion; Arrangement and literal Senfe 
ihe Hebrew Text. It would ve as 
Dfelels as difficult to make a felefion 
Of fpecimens. There is one we cannot 
refufe, c. ij. v. 6.

The 
root of the word means to deffroy, 
to am end; and the 
confufion arofe merely from the Lexi« 
cons.

“ Thus, “ fays Mr. B. “ have [ 
firithed a fix months’ labour. In many 
inflances my remarks may appear too 
fevere. againft that venerable body of 
men the traaflaiors of the original and 
writers of our prefent Eglith verfion ; 
but I could not well avoid making 
them. 1 intended to account for every 
rendering in which I differ from them. 
I intended to produce a faithful tranfa 
lation. If we confider the flate of the 
language in their time, and the pro- 
grefs of it fince, it would be ungene- 
rous to deny that our prefent veifion is 
an excellent performance, That the 
obfervations in this {mail volume may 
induce the learsed .to honour it with 
their notice, and to correét and ime 
prove the fuggeflions it contains re- 
fpedting their promoting the ftudy of 
the facred language, in order to be 
able to attempt an authorized new ver- 
fion of the facred writings, are the 
earneft withes of the author.”

This advertifement is followed by, 
¥. an addrefs to the Society, read June 
28, 1792; and, IT. lines read at the fe- 
cond meeting of the Society, contain- 
fng a humourous, and not unpoetic, 
dehetiption of fuch a Club, including 
the various forts of that inflitution. 
The other effays are 23 in number; 
and the contents as follow : 

III. Vindication of the charaéter of 
Pindar, by a tranflation of two odes 
which have occafioned his being acculed 
of mercenary behaviour, and remarks on 
them.

Afia.. The origin of letters in Greece 
is very obfeure; they were probably of 
Affyrian origin. The Pelafgic were 
prior to Cadmus.

The crom- 
leh at Drewhteignton, the only one in the 
county, is fuppofed to be intended pri- 
marily to diflinguith and do honour to 
‘the dead; and, atthe fame time, to in- 
clofe the venerated remains, by placing 
the fupporters and covering ftone in 
fuch a manner as to be a feturity to 
them ‘on every fide; and they were 
probably the appropriated monuments 
of the chief Druids, or of prices; as 
Kits'Coity houfe, in Kent, covered the 
ae ag "Catigern, a Britith prince, 
flaig-’in battle at Aylesford.

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fame patith, in the channel'of the: 
ver Teign, is'a Logan, Or rocking: 
ftone, capable of being moved by pre 
ing again it with fome force. Shy 
one fuch, but fmaller, remains in ¢ 
county; and that is found among 
carn of moorftone-rocks, on the 
downs, near Athburton ; which, though 
the tender balance is now in a great 
degree deflroyed, was fo equipoifed » 
few years fince as to have been an acs 
cuftomary inftrumeut for cracking nuts, 
and thence fiill called the Nut- cracker, 
On a common, near Dartmoor, is a 
ftone, in which four rock bafons have 
evidently been fcooped by art; which 
may have been intended to receive the 
blood of human viftims, and make li. 
bations of it. In the great flone heap, 
or barrow, on Haldown, was formed 
of great flints and other flones a kind 
of yault, with a cell, or kiftyaen, of 
four ftones, fupporing a large one, 
covering an urn with the mouth dows- 
wards, containing white burnt bones of 
a youth. ‘This is here afcribed to the 
Danes, whofe many camps are in its 
neighbourhood.

It 
was foon, however, found that evapo- 
ration would go on in an exhaulted re- 
ceiver ; that, during the proce(s, heat 
difappeared, and was again fenfible 
when the water recovered its firft form ;

Jace from ice when the air was below 
he freezing point. As heat is now 
known to be a p:culiar fubfance, and 
nor a modification of matter only, when 
it is loft in the evaporation it mult be- 
come ¢ither aa. intermede affifting the 
folution, or ap ingredient jn the new 
compofition. Something muft there- 
fore be added to che fyfem, the fim- 
plicity of which is fo obvious, and ap- 
pears fo feduflive. The pharomena 
of dew feem to admit of the moft eafy 
explication on this fyftem ; but, if this 
very frequen appearance require an 
additional and a very different adjuft- 
ment, it will be obvious that the fo- 
Jution of water in air, though :ndifpu- 
table as a faét, is ‘imited in its opera- 
tion and powers, ‘Thus far went M. 
de Luc, a laborious and ingepious phi- 
lofopier, hiotmg, indecd, at more, 
often without explaining what his ad- 
ditional views weie; and this is the 
Jateit auihor who has arrived at novelty ; 
for, Dr. Huttoa has ‘only a. tempted to 
elucidate and enlarge the t! cory ori- 

inally cerived from Halley. The 
ouadation of ail the errors, se fource 
of ail the diff-rences, ow this {+) jeét, as 
the common prejudice that air nd wa- 
Yer are unchangeable elemen.s. We 
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now know that water may be formed 
by the union of two kinds of air, and 
may again be feparated into its confti- 
tuent parts ; in faét, that water and air 


are convertible, in various natural 
proceffes, into each other. Why then 
may not thofe proceffes go on alfo in 
the atmolphere? Why may not ‘the 
aimofphere differ at times in its real 
abforbent properties, as well as in its 
denfity and elafticity > Why may not 
rain and dew be air converted ipto wa. 
ter? Thefe are queftions which may be 
flarted as fubjeéts of invettigation and 
enquiry, to fharpen the mencal powers 
by the difcovery of new oleiame: 
which at firft ftarts forwards in a quefe 
tionable fhape, or deftroy a phantom 
whole appearance is {pecious but de. 
Jufive. The writer of this effay at- 
tempts to thew that thefe are not fup- 
pofitions only: that meteorological 
phascomena really fupport the vatia- 
tion of the quantity and fate of the 
atmofphere ; this change of water in- 
to a'r, and the contrary; that, in all 
thefe changes there ae concomitant 
appearances, which point out fome. of 
the agents by which they are probably 
produced. Eleftricity has probably a 
confiderable fhare io the different me- 
teorglogical phaznomena. . What is 
called atmofpherical eleAriciry-is ap. 
parenily the uncombined fluid which 
floats in the air; and, while the air is 
in a dry non-condutting flate, does not 
reachthe earth. In thefe circumftances 
it is conftantly pofitive ; in fteady rain 
it is the fame; but in flormy weather 


. frequently ‘ changes from pofitive to 


negative, often with fiogular rapidity, 
while, at intervais, no cleétricity is 
obfervable, It appears, then, highly 
probable, that the pofiive eleéscity 
of the. air, which is. its moft conftaat 
and app.rently its natural flate, is, ow- 
ing to che, decompofition of. water, 
which, in its. change into air, fuffers 
its eétrical Auid, {cemingly one of 
its comp ment parts, to efcape.  Itis 
now admitted that water is decompofed 
in the procefs of vegetation; and, in 
variou -inftances, we have. dilcovexed 
marks of the efcape. of the -clecisical 
fluic. In atanfpherical phasomena 
We fin various proofs of elettncity

JMO This fyftem alone explains why high 


winds fhould affect the'barometer. Winds 
can never occur but to reftore the equili- 
brium ef the air; and the equilibrium. can- 
not be deftroyed but by caufes diminifh- 
ing the weight of the atmofphere. Rare- 


faction by heat could effec it, but flowly, 


and the return muft be gentle and gradual. 
But, if air be decompofed, and if the de- 
compofition be fudden, we can bave little 
difficulty in explaining the caufe of the 
violence with which the air around reftores 
the equilibrium, or the reafon of the ba- 
rometer fuddenly finking. I remember, 
about.the time when the earthquakes hap- 
pened in Calabria and Sicily, I was in the 
habit of examining the barometer to adjuft 
the fcale of one: which I had made; | faw 
the mercury fink very rapidly far below 
the point to which it commonly falls in 
this country. { expeétcd and predicted a 
violent.ftorm ; but a ruffling wind, witha 
peculiar appearance of the clouds, only 
followed. On examining the journal, this 
low ftate occurred the day after the vio- 
lent earthquake; and the air, rofhing in 
to fupply the vacuum, even left the other 
‘parts of the atmofphere deficient, as the 
wave which fills the hollow. <A fimilar 
fall of the barometer occurred at Durham ; 
and a gentleman, acquainted with Naples, 
told. Mr. Swinburne, that an earthquake 
had probably happened, about this period, 
in.a-more Southeru region.”

THE firft thing chat ftru.k us, on 
turning back the title of a work we 
bave been prepared to expedct ever fice 
the author’s laft publication, was the 
publither’s appeal to the caodour and 
juftice of the nation in the following 
terms = $ 
“{t would il! become me to make ‘any 
reaisrke on my examination before a 
committes 









committee of the Houfe of Commons, re- 
{peng the author of “ Thoughts on the 
Englith “Government.” My conduét on 
that occafion could give no juft offence to 
any party ; and was {poken of in very fa- 
vourapble terms by Mr. Windham, Mr. 
Woodford his fecretary, and fever: of 
théir friends. Asa mark of their eftecm, 
they promifed mea pamphlet which Mr. 
Burke was preparing for the prefs, and 
which he foon after put into my hands. 
On giving me the laft theet, with his final 
correétions, “ There,” faid he, * that is 
your own ; it is but a trivial thing; I do 
no know that it will pay the expence of 
paper and printing.” I-mutt-alfo do Mr. 
Burke the juftice to acknowledge that he 
feemed to rejoice at my fuccefs; and, to 
thew his defire of farther promoting it, 
gave me his *¢ Thoughts on a Regicide 
Peace.’”’ I felt the full force of the fa- 
vour; and chearfully took upon me thé 
trouble of dancing backwards and forwards 
alternately between author and printer, 
almoft three or four times in a day, for 
three months, to attend to fuch a variety 
of alterations as can be conceived only by 
thofe who are acquainted with the whims, 
the caprice, and the eternal verfatility of 
genius. After an interval of fix months, 
the publication having been for that time 
fufpended, and juft at the moment that I 
expected to receive fome little return for 
my fatiguing exertions, I was fuddeniy 
called upon by the Rey. Dr. King, with 
a fort of meffage from Mr. Burke, defiring 
an account of the former work. I was 
really fhecked at a demand fo repugnant 
to ail my ideas of that gentleman’s charac- 
ter. I know he has not fo fhort a me- 
mory a8 tO forget the terms on ‘which he 
made mea prefent of the manufcript. I 
had made no provifion to fettle for the 
profits of a.voluntary gift; nor had I 
kept any account of them. I muft alfo 
affert that, in order: to thew myfelf not 
inferior even to Mr. Burke in generofity, 
I liberally fupplied cll his friends with co- 


‘pies of the work gratis; fo that I believe, 


ifan exa@t accouut had been. kept, it weuld 
not appear’ that I lay ander any very weigh- 
ty obligation. 

Roufed, however, by fo ftrange a de- 
mand, I called vupon Mr. Windham’s fe- 
cretary to remonftrate on the illiberality, 
injuftice,.and unreafonablenefs, of. {uch a 
claim for what I could not help confider- 
ing as a prefent. He replied, “ It is very 
true; it was meant fo; but Mr, Burke 
has. thought otherwife fince.” I then cail- 


~ed upon Mr. Nagel, the near relation aud 


confidential friend of Mr. Burke, who had 
exprefied no le(s furprize on leaving the 
matter firft mentioned by Dr. King, and 
whofe exa&t words were, “ By Heavens, 
Owen conceived the pamphict to he his 
own; and fo did 1.” tf Mr, Burke's 
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conceptions, then, fhould run counter, in 
this inftance, to the diétates of plain fenfe 
and to the ideas of his own neare and 
dearett friends, I hope my charaéter can 
never be injured by bis unaccountable ec. 
centricities. The man, who can write fo 
beautiful a panegyric: on royal boupsty, 
would never, furely, incur the reproach 
of attempting to retraét his own gifts, or 
even to ftrip a poor bookfeller of the ac» 
cidental profits of an effay on Munificence, 
‘He has alfo, 1 am perfuaded, too much 
dignity of fentiment to be offended with 
my bringing forward the prefent work, 
on account of its interfering, in any fort, 
with his new arguments againft a peace 
with a regicide direftory. I am, in faét,

intercourfe with Regicides; and I rely 
upon his kind and difinterefted recom; 
mendation of thefe old thoughts on the

There can be no collufion between 
the author and the publifher, which 
{ome may be apt to fufpeét. We do not 
feel ourfelves difpofed to admit the 
apology, however we may feel p'ea- 
fure in the perufal of the work itfelf, 
which has every mark of genuinencfs; 
flrong colouring, nervous reafoning, 
interefting faéts, and every thing in 
the true ftyle and fpirit of Mr. Burke. 
As we have before expr: fied our cone 
currence with him in his opinions re- 
fpeéting the French revolution, fo we 
retain the fame fentiments, and hear. 
tily with they may have due weiglit 
with our governors, The principle gn 
which Mr. Burke infifts is undeniably 
true; that peace cannot fubhft with 
fuch a FACTION as now pofleffes 
France, and difturbs the whole extent 
of Europe. Principles are more to be 
dceaded than arms, and more in peace 
than war. Whether Mr. B. does not 
prefs too hard upon the French people 
in favour of the old form of govern- 
ment muft be left to them to deter- 
mine.

Lawrerice, in 
Monkwell-ftreet, where ‘he contitiued to 
preach'to' crowded aiiiences mapy years, 
Such was thie fame of I\js elocution and gef- 
ticulation, that Mc. Garrick himfelf was 
attracted by it, The uviverfity of Glafgow 
conferréd oh him the degree of D.D. 1760, 
Tn May, 1771, he married Mifs Henrietta 
Cummyng; and, in 1775, was involved 
jn a difpnte with hig coxdjutor,*Mr. Tol. 
ler, fon-in-law to Dr. Lawrence; at firft, 
as it appears by the letters publifhed on the 
occefion, on account Of the omiffion of 
fome ceremonials of politenefs, which, by 
want of mutual conceffions ffor, the chile 
dren of light are not always fo wife as the 
children pf this world), incréafed till the 
breach became too wide to Be Kealed. On 
this occafion the Doétor, with the addrefs 
that diftinguifhes his countrymen, took a 
ftep which was not tniverfally approved 
by his Diffenting brethren; he engaged to 
do the duty of both parts of the day him- 
felf, and cabféd Mr, Toller to be ejeted 
without any charge againft him; for, he 
was a man of irreproachable charaéler, 
though lefs papular as a preacher, From 
this period the congregation, dividing, de- 
clined; the Doé&tor began to feelthe infir- 
mities of ol) age, and at laft the meeting- 
honfe was that up. He retired firft to 
his. brother, the late Sir-Win. F’s houfe, ia 
Hants; ahd fioally-to Bath, where he died, 
His firlt publication was a preface to 4 
pofthumous work, on the art of prgachingy 
of his brother David, who was a, ninifter, 
ahd wrote aifo “ Dialogues.ou Education,” 
and a ** Treatife on moral Philofophy,” in 
Dodfley’s Preceptor ; and, on his retura 
from a tour over the Continent, was led in 
a fterm, t. 1761, on the coalt of Hob 
Jand. His death is pathetically notited by 
thie Doctoz in. one of. his addreffes to the 
Peity; and he wrete the following epitaph;

as publithed by himfelf. Whoat then 
has been the crime of the editors? 
Acknowledging and admiring Dr, 
Watts's poetical and devotional talents, 
and therefore unwilling to be deprived 
of his affifianee in their publ.c wore 
fhip, they have made thele qwantog 
and much-cenfured alteration: that 
they might be able to ufe a much 
greater number of his p/aims than 
they could otherwife do; and trey 
haye, from the fame mot ve, made 
alterations in fome of Dr. Doddiidge’s 
hymns, and other publications. Tey 
have done this openly and profefealy, 
as appears from the prefaces not with 
any intention to pafe the fentiments 
as thofe of Dr. Waits, or the other 
writers. They have done it, too, for 
the ufe of their own congregations, 
not for perfons of different perfua- 
fions ; and, confequently, th¢ir com- 
ilations cannot tend to milreprefent 
is opinions, or draw any from the 
orthodox faith; nor is it likely that 
the amiab'e author would have had 
any objedtion to his cempofitions bes 
ing thus rendered ferviceable to any 
clafs ot Chriflians. Wherher the fer 
le€tion and alte:ations have been jus 
dicioufly made, is a different queition; 
but it feems uncharitabie to call m 
queflicn the iategrity of the editors, 
as yous correfpondent certainly does.

Athmole in his ** Antiquities of Berk - 
fhite,” co'lef&ted about the middle of 
the jaft'cencury. As fome of the in- 
a ie are fince become illegible, I 
fhail, without farther apology, give 
them verbatim from the above work, 

In an aile or chapel! on the North 
filg; commonly cal.ed Unton's aile, un- 
der which is a vault, where feveral of 
the family have been interred. 

On a marble grave-ftone, lying in 
the middie of the fatd aile, three fi- 
geres, in brafs plates, of a man armed, 
gad two women, holding up their 
hands in a deyotional pofipie, and un- 
der their feet is this inferption :

Thie elder curates now in the church 
aré undoubredty entitled to compatifion, 
They may be infirm, or encumbered 
with a family, Such men, provided 
they are meo of learning and virtue, 
i ye to be raifed out of indigence, 
and placed in a ftate of eafe Sr phi 
fort. The bithops, I am perfuaded, 
have it in contemplation to prefer them 
to livings in sheir own difpofal, : 

It is alleged, that it, is, the duty of 
a diocefan to take care that every cu- 
rate under his jurifdjétion fhould a 
pear as aclergyman, This is right. 
But he fhould certainly take equal 
care, that the incumbent fhould not 
be obliped'to appear tm forma pauperis.

{peGtive fubdivifions, will afford a happy 
iffue to the experiment. With fuch power- 

and obvious motives'to Union, affecting 
all gh of aur country, while experience 
fhall not have demonftrated its impracti- 
tability, there will always be reafon to,dif- 
truft the patriotifm of thofe, who in any 
Quarter may endeavour to weaken its bands. 

‘In contemplating the caufes which may 
difturb our Union, it occurs as matter of 
ferisus concern that any ground fhould 
have béen furnifhed for -charaéterifing par- 
thes b¥ geographical difc: iminations—Norsb- 
ern” and Southern—Atlantic and Wefern; 
whence defigning men may endeavour to 
excite a belief that there is a real difference 


jof local’ interefts and views. One of the- 


¢xpedients of party to acquire influence 
Within particular diftriéts is to mifrepre- 
fent the opinions and aims of other dif- 
triéts, You cannot fhield yourfelves too 
much againft the jealoufies and heart-burn- 
ings which fpring from thefe mifreprefen- 
tations: they tend to render alien to each 
other thofe who ought to be bound together 
by fraternal affeétion. The inhabitants of 
our Weftern country have lately had a ufe- 
ful leffon on this head : they have feen, in 
the negotiation by the Executive, and in 
‘the unanimous ratification by the Senate, of 
the treaty with Spain, and in the univerfal 
fatisfaétion at the event throughout the 
United States, a decifive proof how un- 
foorded were the fufpicions, propagated 
among them, of a policy in the General Go- 
Vérnment, and in the Atlantic States, un- 
riehdly to their interefts in regard to the 
fittippi : they have been witneffes to the 
lormation of two treaties, that with Great 
ritain and that ‘with Spain, wiich fecure 
othem every thing they could defire, in 
reffect to our foreign’ relations, towards 
onfirming their profperity. Wilt ic not 
their Wifvom to rely for the prefervation 
hefe ‘advantages on the Union by which 
were proctired? Will they not hence- 
ith bé Veaf to thofe ddvifers, if fuch there 
» Who ‘Would fever them ftom their 
ren, and connect them with aliens ? 
6 the efficacy ‘and ‘perrianency of your 
tin, 4° Government for the whole is in- 
iifable.’ ‘No alliances, however ftrict,

the infractions and interruptions which all 
alliances in all times’ have. experienced, 
Senfidle of this momentous truth, you bave 
Amproved: upon your, firft,eflay, «by, the 
adoption of a Conttitution of Government 
better calculated than the former for an 
intimate Union, and for the. efficacious 
management of your common concerns. 
This government, the offspring of your 
own choice, uninfiuenced and unawed, 
adopted upon foll inveftization and mature 
leliberation, comple'ely fiee in its pring 
ciples, in the diftribution of its powers, 
uniting fecerity with energy, and ¢ontain- 
ing within ittelf a provifion for its‘own 
amendment, has a juft claim to your con+ 
fidence and fupport. Refpeé for its au- 
thority, compliance with, its laws, ecqui- 
efcence in its meafures, are duties enjoined 
by the fundamental maxims of true liberty, 
The bafis of our pojitical fyftems is the 
right of the people to make ‘and to alter 
their Confiitutions of Govergment ; but, 
the Conftitution which at any time exifts, 
till changed by an explicit and authentic a@ 
of the whole people, is facredly obligatory 
upon all. The very idea of the power and 
the right of the people te eftablith Govern: 
ment prefuppofes the duty of every jndivie 
dual to obey the eftablifhed Government. 

All obftruétions to the execution of the 
Laws, all combinations’ and affociations, 
under whatever plaufible charaéter, with 
the real defignto direé&t, controul, counter- 
act, or awe, the regular deliberation and 
action of tne conftituted authorities, are 
deftrudtive of this fundamental principle, 
and of fatal tendency.—-They ferve to or 
ganize faétion, to give it an artificial and 
extraordinary force--to put, in the place of 
the delegated will of a nation, the will of 
a party, often a {mall but artful and enter- 
prizing minority of the community ; 
according to the alternate teiymphis of di 
ferent parties, to make the public adminif- 
tration the mirror of the ill-concerted and 
incongruous projects of fathion, ratherthaa 
the organ of confiftent and wholefume 
plans, digefted by common cotncils, and 
modified by mutual interefts, 

However combinations or affociations of 
the above defcription may now and thea 
anfwer popular ends, are likely, in 
the courle of time and things, to become 
potent engines, by which cunning, ambi- 
tious, and unprincipled, men will be cn- 
abled tq fubvert the power of the people, 
and to ulurp for themfelves the reins of 
Government ; deftroying afterwards the 
yery engines which have lifted them to 
pnjuft dominion, 

Towards the prefervation of your Go- 
vernment, and the permanency of your 
prefent happy ftate, it is requifite not only 
that you fteadily difeountenance irregulag 
oppofitions $o its y authonty, 
but alip that you wetads pik se fire perk:

shrowp,, In all the changes to which you 
my, be invited, remember that time and 
has are at leafl as neceffary, to fix, the true 
chardéter of Government, as. of other hu- 
man. inftitutions--that experience is the 
fureft ftandard by which to teft the real 
“tendency of the exifting conftitution of a 
coulitry—-that facility in changes upon the 
credit of mere hypothefis and opinion ex- 
pofes to perpetual change, from the endlefs 
variety of hypothefis and opinion; and re- 
member efpecizlly that, for the efficient 
management of your common interefts, in 
a country fo extenfive as ours, a Govern- 
ment, of as much vigour as is confiftent 
with the perfeét feeurity of liberty, is indif- 
penfable. Liberty itfelf will find in fuch a 
Govefnment, with powers properly dif- 
tributed and adjufted, its fureft guardian, 
It is, indeed, little elfe than a name, where 
the Government is too feeble to withftand 
the enterprizes of faétion, to confine cach 
member of the fociety within the limits 
pre(cribed by the laws, and to majntain all 
in the fecure and tranquil evjoyments of 
the rights.of perfon and, property. 

Ihave already intimated to you the dan- 
ger of parties in the ftate, with particular 
reference to the founding of them on geo- 
graphical difcriminations. Let me now 
take a more comprehenfive view,, and 
waro you in. the moft folemn. manner 
againft the baneful effects of the fpirit of 
pa sty, generally, 

This {pirit, unfortunately, is infeparable 
from our nature, having its root in the 
firongeft paffions of the human mind. 

It exifis under different fhapes in all Go- 
vernments, more or lefs ftifled, controulel, 

of oppreffed ; but, in thofe of the popular 
forin, it is fen in its greatef ranknefl:, 
and is truly their worft enemy. 

The alternate domination of one fa¢tion 
over another, fharpened by the {pirit of 
reven ¢ natural to party-di fention, which 
in different ages and countries has perpe 
trated the moit. horrid enormitics, is itfelf 
a. frightful defpotifm. Bur this leads at 
léngth to a more formal and permanent 
de{potifm. The difordeis and miferies, 
which refujt gradually, incline the minds of

infurreétion. It opens the door to foreiga 


influence and corruptich, which find: a; 


facilitated accefs to the Government itfelf 


through the channels of party+paffions,) 


Thus the policy and the will of one country 
are fubjected to the policy and will of 
another. 

Thece is an opinion, that parties in free 
countries are ufeful checks upen the admis 
niftration of the Govrrnment, and ferve 
to. keep alive the fpirit of liberty. This’ 
within certain limits is probably true ; andy 
in Governments of a monarchical caft 
patrietifm may look with indulgence, i 
not witb favour, upon the fpirit of party, 
But, in thofe of the gopular charafer, in 
Governments purely elective, it is a {pirit 
not to be encouraged. From their natural 
tendency, it is certain there will always be 
enough of that fpirit for every falutary 
purpofe. And, there heing conftant dan- 
ger of excefs, the effect ought to be by 
force of public opinion to mitigate and 
affuage it.

A fire not to be quenched; it; 
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this in'one inftance, may be the inftrument 
ofegood,: it is the cuftomary’ weapon by 
which: free> governments are deftroyed. 
The precedent muft always greatly overs 
balance in ‘permanent evil any partial or 
tranfient benefit which the'wfe can at any 
time yield. 

Of all the difpofitions and habits which 
lead) to political’ pro!perity, religion and 
merslity are indifpenfadle fupports. In 
vain would that ‘man claim the tribute of 

ariotifm, who fhould: labour to fubvert 
hefe great pillars of human happinefs, 
thefe firmeft props of men. and citizens, 
The mere politician, equally with the pious 
man, ought to refpect and to cherifh them. 
A volume could not trace all their con- 
nections with private and public felicity. 
Let it-be fimply afked, where is the fecu- 
rity for property, for reputation, for life, 
if the fenfe of religious obligation defert the 
paths, which are the inftruments of invef- 
tigation in Courts of Juftice? And let us 
with caution indulge the fuppofition, that 
morality can ‘be maintained without reli- 
ioa.—Whatever may be conceded to the 
influence of refined education on minds of 
peculiar ftru€ture, reafon and experience 
both forbid us to expeé that national mo- 
yality can prevail in exclufjon of religious 
principle. 

‘Tis fubfantially true, that virtue or 
morality ig a neceffary fpring of popular 
government. The rule indeed extends, 
with more or lefs force, to every fpecies 
of free government. Who that isa fincere 
friend to it can look with indifference upon 
attempts to fhake the foundation of’ the 
fabric ? 

Promote, then, as an objeét of primary 
importaace, inftitutions for the general 
diffafion of knowledge. In proportion as 
the ftruture of Government gives force 
to public opinion, it is effential, that public 
opinion fhould be enlightened. 

“As a very important fource of ftrength 
and fecurity, cherifh publiccredits one me- 
thod of preferving itis to ufe it asfparingly 
as pofftble ; avoiding occafions of expence 
by cultivating peace, but remembering allo 
that timely difburfements to prepare for 
danger frequently prevent much greater 
difburfements to repel it; avoiding like- 
Wife the accumulation of debt, not only 
by thunning occafions of experice, but, by 
Vigorous exertions in times of peace, ‘tor 
aicharge the debts which unavoidable wars 
May ‘have octafioned, not ungeneroufly 
throwing upen pofterity the burthen which 
wewnrielves ought to bear. The execu- 
tion of! thefe maxims belongs to your Re- 

fentatives but it is neceifary that pub- 
se opinions fhould co-operate. To facili- 
tate'tothem the. performance of their dutyy 
it'is' effential that you thould prattically 
bear'in mind, that, towards the payment 
¢f debts, there muft be 4 revenue; that; 


to havea vevenue, there mitt be taxes ;' 
that no 'taxés can be devifed Which are’ not 

more or le{s inconvenient and unpleafant ; 

that the intrinfic embarratiment, ‘infepas 

rable from the feltétion of ‘the: proper 

objects (which is always a chuice of. diffi- 

culties}, ought to be a decifive motive for 

a candid conftroRion of the conduét of the 

Government in making it;-and for a fpirit 

of acqttiefcence in the’meafares for obtain~ 

ing revenue, which the pablic éxigences 
may at any time dittate. 

Obferve good faith and juftice towards 
all nations, cultivate peace and harmony 
with all; religion and morality enjoin this 
conduét: and can it be that good policy 
does not equally enjoin it? It will be 
worthy of a free, enlightened, and, at no 
great diftant period, a great, nation, to give 
to mankind the magnanimous and ‘too 
novel example of a people always guided 
by an exalted juftice and benevolence. 
Who can doubt that, in the courfe of time 
and things, the fruits of fuch a plan would 
richly ‘repay any temporary advantages 
Which might be loft by a fteady adherence 
to it? Can it be, that Providence has not 
conne&ted the permanent felicity of a na- 
tien with its virtue? The experiment, at 
leaft, is recommended by every fentiment 
which erinobles human nature. “Alas! is 
it rendered impoffible by its vices ? 

In the execution of fuch a plan, nothing 
is more effential than that permanent, in- 
veterate antipathies againft particular na- 
tions, and paffionate attachments for others, 
fhould be excluded; and that, in place of 
them, juft and amicable feelings towards 
all fhould be cultivated. The nation which 
indulges towards another an habitual hatred, 
or an habitual fondnefs, is in fome degree 
a flave. It is a flave to its animofity or to 
its affeétion, either of which is futticient 
to lead it aftray from its duty and its in- 
tereft. Antipathy in one nation againft 
another difpofes each more readily to offer 
infalt and injury, to lay hold of flighe 
caufes of umbrage, and to be haughty and 
intractable when accidental or trifling o¢« 
cafions of difpute occur. Hence frequent 
collifions,obftinae, envenomed, and bloedy, 
contefts! The nation, prompted by ill- 
wilt and refentment, fometimes impels to 
war the government, contrary to the beft 
calculations of policy. The government 
fometimes participates in the national pro- 
penfity, and adopts through paffion what 
reafon would rejeét. ‘At other times it.’ 
makes the animofity of the nation fubfer- 
vient to projects of hioftility, inveftigated 
by pride, ambition, and other finifter and 
pernicious motives.—T he peace often, fome- 
times, perhaps the liberty, of nations has 
been the victim, 
. So, likewife, a paffionate attachment of 
one nation for anotlier produces a variety 
of evils, Sympathy for the favourite nation, 

facilitating 
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facilitating the illufion of an imaginary 
common intereft, in cafes where iio real 
cominon. insereft, exifts, and infafing into 
one the enmities of the other, betrays the 
former into a participation in-the quarrels 
and wars of the latter, without adequate 
Snducement or juftification, tt leads alfo 
%o conceffions to the favourite nation of 
privileges denied to others; which is apt 
doubly to injure the nation making the 
eonceifions, by toneceflarily parting with 
what ought to have been retained, and 
by exciting jealoufy, ill-will, and a difpo- 
ition to recaliate in the parties from whom. 
equal privileges are withheld: and it gives 
to ambitions, corrupted, or deluded, citi- 
wens (who devote themfelves to the favonr- 
ite nation), facility to betray, or facrifice, 
the interefis of their own country, without 
odiony fometimes even with popularity 5 
Billing, with the appearance of a virtuous 
fenfe of obligation, a commendaple def>- 
rence for public opinicn, or a laudable 
zeal for public good, the bafe ar foolith 
«ompliances of ambition, corruption, or 
_ infatuation. 

As the avenues to foreign infiuence in 
innumerable ways, fuch' attachments are 
particularlyalarmingtothe truly-enlightened 
and independent patriot. How many op- 
portunities do they. afford to tamper with 
<lomeitic faétions, to practife the arts of 
feduiion, to miflead public opinion, to 
influence or awe the Public Councils! 
Such an attachment of a fmall or weak 
cowards a great and powerful nation dooms 
the former to be the fatellite of the latter. 

Againft the infidious wiles of foreign 
influence (I conjuse you to believe me, fel- 
loweuitizens) the jealoufy of a free people 
ought to be conitantly awake ; fince hiftory 
and experience prove thet foreign influence 
is one of the moit baneful foes of a Repub- 
jican Government, But that jealoufy to be 
aufefyl. muft be impartial; clfe it becomes 
the inftrument.of the very influence to be 
avoided, infieal of a. defence againit it. 
Exceffive partiality for one foreign nation, 
and excetirve diflike of another, caufe thofe 
whom they afiuate to fee danger only on 
one: fide, aud ferve to veil, and ,even fe- 
cond, the aris .of influence on the other. 
Real patriots, who may refill the intrigues 
of the favourite, are liable to become fu- 
fpeGted and odious;. while its tools and 
dupes .uftep the applaufe and confidence of 
the people, to furrender their intercft . 

... The great tule of condnét for us, in re- 
gad to foreign nations, is in extending 
our cdmmércial refations, to have with 
them as little pol/tical cone Sion as poffible. 
So ‘fat as we-have already formed engage- 
ments) let uvem ‘be fulfilled with perfect 
good taith.—Here ter us ftap. 
®Burope has: a-fet of primary interefts, 
which: to. us'have ‘none or a very remote 
ions. Hence fae mauft be engaged ia 


? 





frequent contfoverfies, the canfes of which 
are eifentially foreign to ‘our concerns 
Hence, therefore, it muit be unwife int 
to implicate ourfelves by artificial ties in 
thé ordinary ¢utebinations and coliifions of 
her friendfhips or enmities. 

Our detached and diitant fituation invites 
and enables us to purfue-a different courte, 
if we remain one people, under an effi- 
cient government, the period is not far off 
when we may defy material injury from 
external annoyance; when we may take 
fuch an attitude as will caufe the neutrality 
we may at any time refolve upon to be 
fcrupuloufly refpeéted ; when belligerent 
nations, under the impoflibility of making 
acquifitions upon us, will not hazard the 
giving Us provocation, when we may 
choofe peace or war, as.our intereft, guided 
by juftice, fhall counfel. 

Why forego the advantages of fo pectiliar 
a fituation? Why quit our own to ftand 
upon foreign ground? Why, by inter. 
weaving our deftiny with that of any part 
of Europe, entangle our peace and profpe- 
rity in the toils of European ambition, ri 
valfhip, intereft, humour, or caprice ? 

"Tis our true policy to fteer clear of 
permanent alliances with any portion of 
the foreign world; fo far, I mean, as we 
are now at liberty to do it; for, let me not 
be underftood as capable of patronifing in” 
fidelity to exifting engagements. I hold 
the maxim no lefs applicable to public thaa 
to private affairs, that honefty is always’ 
the beft policy. I repeat it, therefore, 
lot thofe engagements be obferved in theit 
genuine fenfe. But, in my opinion, it is 
anneceffary, and would be unwife, to ex- 
tend them. - 

Taking care always to keep ourfelves, 
by fuitable eftablithments, on awrefpectable 
defenfive poftuie, we may fafely truft ta 
temporary alliances for extraordinary emer- 
gencies, : 

Harmony, liberal intercourfe with alf’ 
mations, are recommended by policy, hu- 
manity, and intereft. Bus even our com- ” 
mercial policy fhould hold an equal and 
impartial hand; neither feeking nor graot-* 
ing eXxclufive favours or preferences ; con" 
fultiag the natural courfe of things; diffue: 
fing and diverfifying, by gentle means, the 
ftreams.of commerce, but forcing nothing; 
eftabhthing, with powers fo difpofed, in 
order to giv¥é trade a fable courié,  de- 
fine the rights of our merchants, and to 
enable the government to fupport’them, 
conventional rules of intercourfe, the belt 
that prefent clroamftances and mutaal opir 
nion will permit, but temporary, and: liable 
tobe from time to time abandoned or va-« 
ried, as experience aod circumstances thal}. 
diQate ; conttantly keeping in view, that it - 
is folly, ip, ong pation. to look for difintes,. 
refted favours from another; tbat it mom - 
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for whatever it may accept under that cha-_ 
raéter; that, by fuch acceptance, it may 
place itfeif in the condition of having given 

wivalents. for nominal, fayours, and, yet 
af being reproached, with ingratitude for 
not giving more. . There can be no greater 
error than to expec or calculate upon real 
fayours, fiom nation to nation. ’Tis an 
ilufion which experience muft cure, which 
ajutt pride ought to difeard, 

In. offering to you, my, cotntrymen, 
thefe counfels of an old and affectionate 
friend, I dare not hope they will make the 
firong and. lafling impreffion | could with : 
that they will covtroul the ufual current of 
the paffions,.or prevent our nation from 
funning the courfe which has hitherto 
marked the defliny of nations, But, if I 
may even flatter myfelf that they may be 
prodactive of fome partial benefit, fome oc- 
¢afional good ; that they may now and then 
Fecury, to moderate the fury of party-fpirir, 
to. warn againft the mifchiefs of foreign in- 
teigue, to guard againft the impoftures of 
pretended pa'riotifm ; this hope will be a 
full recompence for the folicitude for your 
welfare, by which they have heen ditated, 

How far, in the difcharge of .my official 
duties, | have been guided by the principles 
which have. bron delineated, the public re- 
cords, and other evidences of my conduét, 
mutt witnefs to you and to the world. . To 
myfelf, the affurance of my own confcience 
is, that I have at leafi belicved my feifto be 
guided by them. 

In relation to the fill fubfifiing war in 
Europe, my. proclamation of the 22d of 
April, 1793, is the index to my plan, 
Sanétioned by your approved voice, and by 
that of your reprefentatives im both Houfes 
of Congrefs, the {pirit of that meafure has 
Continually. governed me, uninfluenced by 
any attempts. to deter or divert me from. it. 

After. dzlibcrate examination, with the 
aid of thebeft lights I could obtain, I was 
well fatisfied that our country, under all 
the circhmftances of the cafe, had a zight 
totake, and was bound in duty and intereft 
to. take, a neutral pofition. Having taken 
iy, Idetermined, as far as fhould depend 
wpoa me, to maintain it with moderation, 
perieverance, and firmnefs. 

The confiderations which refpeét the 
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right to hold this conduét, it is not necef= 
fary, oa this oce¢afion, to detail. 1 will 
only obferve, that, according to my under- 
ftanding of the matter, that right, fo far 
fom being denied by any of the Belligerent 
Powers, has heen virtually admitted by alle 

The duty of holding a neutral conduét 
may be inferred, without any thing more, 
from the obligation which Juftice and Hue 
manity impofe on every nation, in cafes im 
which it is free to aét, to maintain inviolate 
the ‘relations of peace and amity towards 
other nations, 

The inducements of intereft for obfer- 
ving that conduét will beft be referred to 
your own refle&tions and experience. With 
me a predominant motive has been to en- 
deavour to gain time to our country to fet= 
tle and mature its yet recent inftitutions 5 
and to proceed, without interruption, to 
that degree of ftrength and confiftency, 
which is neceffary to give it, hamanly 
fpeaking, the command of its own fortunes. 

Though, in reviewing the incidents of 
Adminiftration, I am unconfcious of inten; 
tional error ; I am neverthelels too fenfi- 
ble of my defeéts, not to think it probable 
that I may have committed many errors. 
Whatever they may be, I fervently befee ® 
the Almighty to avert or mitigate the eyils 
to which they may tend. 1 fhall alfo carry 
with me the hope, that my country wilfi 
never ceafe to view them with iudulgence ; 
and that, after forty-five years of my life dea 
dicated to its fervice, with ah upright'zeal, 
the faults of incompetent abilities will be 
configned to oblivion, as myfelf matt foom 
be to the manfions of reft. 

Relying on its kindnefs in this as in other 
things, and agtuated by that fervent love 
towards it which is fo natural toa man, 
who views in it the native foil of himwif 
and his progenitors for feveral generations:;, 
1 anticipate, with pleafing expectation, that 
retreat, in which I promife myfelf to rea-

Ihave great fatisfaétion in report- 
ing to'you thé event of an attempt which 
has been. made ‘by the enemy, and whict 
was terminated'to the honour of his Ma- 
jefty’s arms, inthe entire capture’ Of the 
fquadroiof Dutch thips of war, deftined 
for the purpofe of retaking this fetilement. 
Having made évery arrangement within’ 
my, mearit, by the eftablifhment of 4 {malt 
poft, and tie laying the road by a fufficient 
numbér,of the few men which I had heen 
able ta: mount, by watching Saldariha Bay, 
{ received a report on the’ 3a inft. tranf- 
mittediin 54 hours; that » fips had ap- 
peared off the coatt on the precéding af- 
térndon, which 1 immediately commnni- 
cated to, Vices Admiral Sir George Keith 
Elphinftoné. By the fame report there 

appeared 
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ap ‘to be the ftrongeft probability 
rhvat hie Maje %y’s brig the Hope had been 
ca@stlired by them 5 and, af thers was no
